—The following draft of certain regulations 
further to amend the Food Safety and Standards (Contaminants, toxins and Residues) Regulations, 2011, 
which the Food Safety and Standards Authority of India, with previous approval of the Central Government, 
proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred hy clause (i) of sub-section (2) of section 92 read with 
sections 20 and 21 of the Food Safety and Standards Act, 2006 (34 of 2006), is hereby published as required 
by the sub-section (1) of section 92 of the said Act for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft regulations will be taken into consideration after the 
expiry of the period of thirty days from the date on which copies of the Official Gazette in which this 
notification is published are made available to the public;

Draft Regulations 

1. Short title and Commencement. —(1) These regulations may be called the Eood Safety and 
Standards (Contaminants, toxins and Residues).... Amendment Regulations, 2017. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Eood Safety and Standards (Contaminants, Toxins and Residues) Regulations, 2011, in 
regulation 2.3, in sub-regulation 2.3.1,—

o) serial number 24 relating to “Parathion methyl (combined residues of parathion methyl and its 
oxygen analogue to be determined and expressed as parathion methyl)” and the entries relating 
thereto in columns (3) and (4) shall be omitted; 

p) serial number 25 relating to “Phosphamidon residues (expressed as the sum of phosphamidon and its 
desethyl derivative)” and the entries relating thereto in columns (3) and (4) shall be omitted; 

q) serial number 32 relating to “Formothion (Determined as dinethoate and its oxygen Analogue and 
expressed as dimethoate except incase of citrus fruits where it is to be determined as formothion)” 
and the entries relating thereto in columns (3) and (4) shall be omitted;
